INVESTIGATION: 

ON THE ABOVE DATE AND TIME WE (OFFICERS) , RESPONDED TO A RADIO CALL TO 
THE YUCCA MARKET AT 1815 CAHUENGA BL. WE OBSERVED THE DEFT STANDING 
OUTSIDE THE STORE ON THE SIDEWALK WITH THE P-A MR MURADGAN. HE 
ADVISED US THAT HE OBSERVED THE DEFT REMOVE ONE 750 ML BOTTLE OF 
WHITE WINE AND PLACE IT IN HER PURSE PRIOR TO CHECKING OUT AT THE CASH 
REGISTER. THE DEFT PURCHASED OTHER ITEMS AND THEN EXITED STORE

COOPERATIVE, NOT RESISTIVE, AND SHE WAS NOT HANDCUFFED. 

WE ADVISED THE DEFT SHE WAS UNDER PRIVATE PERSONS ARREST FOR 484 A PC 
SHOPLIFT, UNDER 837 PC, BY THE P-A STORE MANAGER MR EUGENE MURADGAN. 


WE NOTIFIED LAPD DISPATCH WHO SENT LAPD UNIT 6A49, OFFICERS FRIAS #39871 
AND CORONADO RESPONDED. THEY REVIEWED THE INCIDENT WITH P-A AND
